In 1884 Jie manried 
Lady Katherine Francis Lambeth, a 
daughter of the second earl of Durham, 
and they have four pretty little girls.

It is told of him that on tie 


day of his election some one asked him: 
"Say, boy, does your mother know 
you're out?"

and the Aldermen Take the 


Oath of Office.

Business of the Old Council—Office of Comptroller 


Created—Inaugural Address Outlining a 


Business Administration—Appoint- 


ments to Come May loth.

The city of Decatur is now under the 


rule of the new administration which was 
chosen by the people at the last election. 
At the meeting of the council last even- 
ing Mr.Conk]In stepped out of the execu- 
tive chair and Major P. L. Hays retired 
from the office of city clerk. B.Z. Taylor 
was installed as mayor, .T. A. Reeve as 
olerk, Mont Penlwell as treasurer and 
James Lee was again swore In as city 
attorney. 


The meeting was largely 
attended. 


Long before 
the 
time for the ses- 


sion every seat in the council rooms 
was occupied. Almost 200 men were 
crowded in the small space which is al- 
lowed for spectators and there were a 
hundred more In the corridor. The coun- 
cil rooms were elaborately decorated in 
honor of the incoming mayor. On each 
end of the mayor's desk and on pedestals 
at the sides were largo pots of red roses 
In front of the desk was a vase of pink 
roses. In each of the windows were palms 
and roses and the mayor's desk was a box 
of cigars surrounded by roses. It was a 
gift from the Republican votes of the 
Seventh ward and with It was an inscrip- 
tion wishing the new mayor a prosperous, 
pleasant and progressive administration. 


The old council first transacted business 


which was to be cleared up 
The most 


Important matter considered was the ordi- 
nance creating the office of comptroller 
Tbe ordinance was read for the second 
time by the clerk and was passed almost 
unanimously. After this tbu mayor, al- 
dermen and other officers were sworn in 
and some business was done by the new 
council. The first thing that Mayor Tay- 
lor did was to order the streets cleaned. 
Mr Taylcr made his opening speech and 
remarks were mode by the retiring and 
Incoming aldermen. 


The Lust Meeting. 


When Mayor Conklin called the coun- 


cil to order the rooms wete crowded with 
spectators and all the aldermen were in 
their seats excepting Mr Hanblns 
Mr. 


Taylor took a seat on the platform with 
Mr. Conklin and the newly elected alder- 
men were given seats next to the retiring 
aldermen. 
Tbe following was the busi- 


ness transacted by the old council:

Tbe city treasurer reported a balance 


due the bank of $14,967.99. The amounts 
on band In the different fund; were as 
follows: Street paving fund, $2488 16;

J. T. Barnett, the engineer at the water 


works, reported that 54,000,000 gallons 
of water bad been pumped during the 
month and 357 tons of coal a bed. 


Harry Rntbrauff, water inspector, re 


ported that the total number of witer 
meters In use 300, and a total expenditure 
during the month of $58.71. 


The street superintendent reported an 


expenditure during the month of $456 fiS. 


Tbe public 
Improvement committee 


whlob was referred a resolution to build a 
13-inch lateral sewer in the alley between 
Morgan street and Broadway,recommend- 
ed that the work be done. 


Tbe finance committee reported favor 


ably on a lot of liquor licenses and the 
bonds were approved by the council 


The Pay Bole. 


Tbe year's salary for the mayor, treas 


urer and aldermen amounted to $2308 
The amount was paid. A large number 
of bills ware r&d by tha clerk and were 


lered plaosdtra file and the olerk direct- 
to draw warrants for the amounts.' 


Ordin^mje Pasaed. 


Tbe clerk read for tbe second time the 


ordinance creating a department of finance 
and a new offloe.tnat of comptroller. Al- 
derman Thayef mor;d thai the ordinance 
be placed upon its passige.

called and tbe motion was carried, tbe 
vote being 13 to 1. Hill voted nay and 
Hanking was absent.

The New Council. 


At the ooucloaion of the business It was 


then In aider to swear in tbe new officers. 
Mr. Taylor was first called. He stood In 
front of Major Hays and took tbe oath 
of office, swearing to support tbe constitu- 


tlon of tbe country, tbe laws of tbe state 
of Illinois and tho olty of Decatur to the 
beet of bis ability as mayor of tbe city. 
John A. Reeve was requested to etep be- 
fore the clerk and be sworn. He said 
that in view of the fact that the ordinance 
creating tbe office of comptroller had been 
passed be wished to consult bis attorney 
before taking bis oatb, so Mr. Lee took 
his oath. Mr. Penlwell was called but 
be ojuld not bo'found and tbe clerk called 
tbe aldermen to take their oatb. Mr. 
Abrena went in search of Penlwell and 
called to tbe mayor tbat he was coming 
but the aldermen were sworn in first 
Messrs. Ammann, Drake, Keefe, Know!- 
ton, Wagy, Watson and Young stood in 
a row before the clerk's desk and took 
tbelr oatb. Mr. Reeve returned and sold 
that as be had been unable to find his at- 
torney be would qualify and consult tbe 
lawyer afterward, fo be took tbe oatb 
Penlwell wae pushed through the crowd 
by tbat time and also took bis outh, 


Turned Over the Gravel. 


Mayor Conklin then arose and said that 


bis duties as executive had come to c, close 
aud that as the business of tba council 
bad been completed he would declare it 
dismissed 
Handing the gavel to Mr 


Taylor, he said: "I will turn over tbe 
gavel to my successor who needs no Intro 
cluctlon." 
Mr. Conblin stepped from tbe 


platform and left tbe room and tbe re 
sponslbilities of tbe cbief executive of the 
city were upon tbe shoulders of Mr. Tay- 
lor. 
The new mayor arose and said' 


"Judging trom tbe number of our friends 
wbo are piesent tonight It looks like tbe 
first thing we would bave tu do would be 
to build a city hall " This brought forth 
applause. 
Mr. Taylor then said: "As 


mayor of Doatur I will endeavor to Rive 
tbu city a good business administration 
and in tbat way show my appreciation of 
the honor wbicb bas been bestowed upon 
me. I bave made some Investigations 
and have a few notes which I will ask my 
olerk to read." Mr. Taylor tben banded 
to Mr. Reeve bis speech which the oierk 
read as follows: 


To the mi mbers of the city oouncll of

Gentlemen:—In assuming the office of 


mayor of tb« best olty in central Illinois I 
fully appreciate tbe responsibilities which 
rome with it, and lor a large measure of 
tbe m cess wiikb, as I truir, may come 
to tbls admlnlttratlun, I confidently rely 
upon tbe support and co-operation of tbe 
member! of the oounoll 
People nodoubt 


as a rale, re ogulze tbe responsibilities 
which come witti the undertaking to 
conduct the city's business, but It bad 
seemed tn inn tbat I, as tie mayor, and 
you, gentlemen, as t' e aldermen, can 
perhaps more tally appreciate tne reapon 
sibillties upon ua than tboss wbo have 
never be in ohsrgei wltb such dutits 
We feel the responsibility because we 
have been more or lees busied since «e 
were first officially Informed of what we 
were to do, anrt if we may dlvloe tbe 
course of tbe play (torn tbe prelude of tbe 
Ip.et two weeks, we are assured ot plenty 
o! work ana painstaking effort, If we are 
to faithfully discharge our duties and ao 
oompllsb good for tbose wbo bave to UB 
entrusted tbe ore of tbe city's business.

tbat tbe proper and reasonable enforce-

tlon and tbat we ahull meet all difficul- 
ties which come in oar way wits a firm 
resolution. 


I enter upon ray duties with ab other

my priln to aocomplUbe tbat result 
And while doing 10, It will not be my de- 
al, e »r purpose to deprive you gentlemen 
of any credit for your painstaking effort 
and co operation. 


Deoatur Is my home and your home. 


We am proud of the olty and of Its peo- 
ple 
Let 01 therefore ofler to both, In 


tbe offloss to which we bave been elected, 
our best endeavors, feeling assured tbat 
If we, »» a council, succeed In our presei.t 
ezpeotatl ins, we shall win tbe approval 
of tbe prople. 


And now, gentlemen, you will pardon 


me If I remind you that we iball Dot es 
oape censure, on the Mere of Ignorance. 
The tax payers wbo bave enti nited to 
our earn a large ram of money, to see 
that It Is properly expendel, will not for- 
give or forget, If we are Ignorant of the 
detiil* of the business before us, ao mat- 
ter how well meaning we may be. There- 
fore, I urge you to thoroughly inform 
yourselves of the state of tba city's 
finances, to know juit wbat moneys we 
reoelve and what we can reasonably ex- 
pect end tben <o apply tbli money first of 
all to tbose fixed charges, from wbicb 
there Is no legal escape, and second, to 
expend tbe re aainder In wbat time shall 
prove to ui in Ibe wi«e*t and best way 
Tbe enlmatrd receipts of tbe olty for a i 
year, are about $130,000.

Facts are sometimes not altogether 


pleasant, but we are bere as the servants

could have begun wltb an even accounl 
as to last year, we should bave had B 
grand total of about $185,000 available 
for olty uae. This Includes the tax money 
and the receipts from licenses, fines, 
water rents, fees, etc. To pay the salaries 
of city officers, Bremen, police, water 
worki, etc., and to meet the annual fixed 
charge) far tbe sinking fund, and fcr in- 
terest on tbe city debt, there is an annual 
fixed charge of aboot $90,000 
From 


tbls there can be no escaoe, except by an 
econo mic expenditure of public funds In 
tbe purchase ol supplies and materials 
used for olty purposes and by a reduction 
of salaries 
All of which Is for you gen- 


tlemen to determine. Taking this fixed 
charge away from tbe grand total, we 
should tben bave about $45,000 to be 
spread among tbe various oity funds. 
At 


best, this amount would he small 
But 


if we keep our eyes open to the facts, we 
shall see tbe need of oven greater ccon 
omles tban this statement would seem to 
make necessary. It is a fan tin at the funds 
were overdrawn last year, In such fashion 
t -at there was a net overdraft on April 1, 
1897, of $6,451 SO Since tbat time the 
bills bave been paid and tbe overdraft in 
tba bank on May 1 Is nearly $16,000 
Now, while it is a fact tbat we this year, 
receive tbe tax money unimpaired, we 
nevertheless have had $16,000 ot our 
money spent for us before wo get to 
managing things. Nor la this all. There 
are time warrants In tbe sinking fund to 
tbeao-ountof 
$19,900 and Interest has 


accrued th reon to the extent ot about 
$3000 u ore, so tbat in this respect, we 
.hall 
find 
ourselves another $16,000 


ubort 
Bear in mind all tbe time, tbat a 


time warrant Is merely tbe city's promise 
to par, and that it will not serve thf> 
purpose of the sinking fund, which is to 
pay bonds as they oome due. 
Further- 


more, there will be due and payable in 
June, one balf of $5200 for tbe conitrnc 
tlon of tbe viaduct on West Eldorado 
street. There Is alto as a debt owing oy 
tbe city ($800) wbicb was advanced out 
of the charity fund years ago, to lay 
water pipe. 
Th IB Is an honest debt of tne 


city and should at some time be paid. We 
thus find tbat In order to start e-en, we 
need about $85,000 which we have net 
Of course you will recognize with me 
the imposaibtllly'of doing everything In 
one year, but tbe one thing whlob I wish 
to impress upon yon, is tbat we sbonld at 
least make a beginning. 
Let us exercise 


such economy that we shall at last b. able 
to say that wt have made a beginning 
toward making goid the impairment of 
tbe sinking fund and let us so do busi- 
ness that tbose wbo come after us shall 
not be confronted with BO jreat a ehort- 


i. 
We have the money necessary to 


pay tbe first bonds which fell due, or 
we shall hav, after we set aside the 
proper amount of tbe year for the sink- 
ing fund, but we shall cot do our whole 
duty, unless we make a beginning toward 
getting tbe city's finances on a better

In earnest; let ua be careful, let ns be 
wideawake, let us be harmonious, and 
let us never forget tbat it Is tbe money of 
the people that we are dealing nilb and 
tbat we owe It to the people ana to our 
selves to moke tbe best of affairs aa we 
find them. I do not go into detail for de 
tails are a matter for consideration heie- 
after bnt I do stoutly lLalst that we shall 
not be blinded to tbe facto, and thst we 
should go through tbe terms of our office 
wltb a no leas blgb regard for tbe duties 
and responsibilities of our positions tban 
we feel tonight. 


At the conclusion of tbe apeech tbe roll 


was called and Mr. Taylor announced 
that he had no appointments to make 
He bad delayed that matter partly on ac- 
count of the ordinance whlob bad been 
passed, but be would make bis appont- 
ments at tbe meeting on next Monday 
evening. He said: "I would suggest, 
however, as there bas bien a gjod deal 
said about cleaning the streets as that is 
about tbe first thing I promised to do, 
tbat we would at once put a force of men 
at work cleaning tneinnd from the streets 
and gutters."

Baymond's Praise of the "Bosses,1 


The Chicago Tribune: The dinner of 


the Merchants' club on Saturday evening 
brought out a somewhat remarkable ex 
hlbltion—the defense of Lorimer, Pease 
and Hertz by Samuel B. Raymond. Mr. 
Baymond's picturesque panegyric formed 
part of the speech in opposition to the 
Idea of a "municipal party," and began 
witbjtbe significant words: "Perhaps 
few of yon know] Lorimer, Pease and 
Hertz." As Mr. Raymond painted them 
•nrely few of those present did know tne 
three worthies; in fact It Is doubtful if the 
traits credited to them have been allowed 
any public manifestation. The constitu- 
ents oi Lorimer, Pease and Hertz thought 
they knew them at the last election when 
they went to the polls and cast their bal- 
lots against the regular Republican nomi- 
nee for mayor because his nomination 
was, unfortunately, weighted down by 
the favor of these three men. They have 
proven themselves, by a long series of 
public acts, to be conspicuous types of the 
worst element In politics. Mr. Raymond 
bespeaks admiration for Lorimer because 
be has risen to bis present lower from the 
position of horse car driver. 
Mr. Ray- 


mond extols the virtces of Heitz and 
Pease with the assertion that they have 
remained poor men—a doubtful assertion 
at beet. But none of these statements, 
whether true or not, is material. Lori 
mer, Pease and Bettz used their success 
in becoming "bosses" in attaching to Re- 
publicanism tbe leeches of the spoils sys 
tern In Its most virulent form. 
They 


built up a machine, not for any honest 
motive nor for she interests of tbe com 
munlty, but solely to advance their own 
personal] fortunes and tbe personal for 
tunes of such men as they conld roafei 
their tools.

trust" was far from their scheme of ad 
ministering public business. Their sole 
aim has always been to make It a "pri- 
vate snap" to tbe extreme limit of their 
opportunities. There Is nothing admlra 
ble about the political careers of these 
men. There-is nothing worthy of even 
tbe faintest praise. They deserve the fate 
that Is Inevitable In the end to all men of 
their class—.consignment to obscurity 
They will retire Into private life leaving 
only a stain on tbe official record of the 
community. Mr. Raymond 
ought* to 


know better than to attempt to bold 
them up to pnblb admiration. He makes 
himself ridiculous in trying any such gro 
tesqoe feat. They are spoilsmen suffi 
ciently olever to fool tbe people for a part 
of the time, bnt sure to be found oat in 
the end—and the time has come when 
their public careers must come abruptly 
to an end.

A Woman Once Mmlo a Rich Haul on 


the National Treasury. 


There is no department in all the 


United States that Un<*,le Snm giiands 
with such jenlous care as the national 
treasury. Enough arms and ommuni- 
t>on a,re stored in the building-to stock 
au arsenal, and the slightest alarm 
would bring a regiment of bluecoats to 
its defense in 40 seconds. The closest 
w.itch is kept over the most trusted em- 
ployes, and it would seem that theft 
of any description, is impossible. Yet, 
it is on record that-a clever woman once 
robbed the treasury of no one knows 
how marijj* thousands. 


It was never known jnst how long her 


thefts had been g-oing- on, but the sbor}* 
of her detection is oornewhat lomantic. 


It v\ as one day in the (all of 1888 that 


this wonwm, wishing- to celebrate the 
anniversary of he.r birth, took a day 
of, leaving a certain amount of money 
in her desk which had been sent by the 
sub-treasury of Kew York for redemp- 
tion. It happened that in her absence 
the sub-treasurer tele-graphed for an 
immediate return of the new money due 
in exchange for that which he had 
s*nt; so another counter was sent, to 
work on the money assigned the ab- 
sentee. This substitute soon discov- 
ered fraud a.ud reported the cas« at 
l.ea/Jquarters. 


The woman's method of precedure 


was certainly ingenious. 
From her 


bundle of money she would select nine 
Mils of the same issue and denomina- 
tion. From ejch of these she would 
cut a portion—from the first a piece 
equal to one-tenth, from the second a 
'>Iece (he sue of tv> o-tenths of the whole 
bill, from the thij-d three-tenths, from 
the fourth four-tenths, from 1 he fifth 
h'le-tenths, and eo on up to nine-tenths. 
She then took tire first-tenth and past- 
er it to the bill from which she had cut 
two-tenths, using- a piece of paper the 
size of one-tenth to make up for the 
piece taken out The three-tenths and 
another piece of paper took the place 
of the four-tenths, and so on until, 
nhen she had finished, she had one 
more bill than she started with. She 
Uion put all her pasted bills in the 
package, iiioluding the extra one, and 
took out one that had not been, cut for 
her own use. 
Having counted her 


money. s,he arranged it in the usual 
package and put her seal upon itv after 
which it was counted by two different 
persons who did not open the pack- 
•:<res, but merely counted the ends, and 
hence did not see hovr many patched 
bills had been sent by the sub-treasury 
of New York. After this it was aH 
•»ent to the raacerator. which com- 
pletely destroyed all evidences of her 
guilt. 


As it so happened that she bad not re- 


moved the extra bill on this particular 
clay there was no convincing evidence 
against her, and she was simply dis- 
Bharged. It was afterward heard that 
she had lost all her ill-ijotten, wealth at 
the hands of a dishonest dealer in real 
estate, and not long ago she died of 
cancer In a small town in, New Jersev. 
This matter was kept very quiet at the 
time of its occurrence, but it stands on 
the records of the treasury, and em- 
ployes of the department vouch for its 
truth. 
, It oug-ht to be said, however, that no 
such fraud can ever occur again, as 
measures have been taken by v,liieh it 
would soon be detected if attempted.— 
Pittetrarg-h Dispatch. 


WILLI3 VAN DEVANTER. 


(Our New Assistant Attorney-General ) 


memberof the committee that compiled 
the territorial laws ten years ago and 
chief justice of the state supreme court. 
In 1889, when President Harrison ap- 
pointed him chief justice of the ter- 
ritorial supreme court, Judge Van De- 
\anter was about 30 years old, and the 
wisdom of the appointment was ques- 
tioned on that account. He soon, how- 
ever, established a wide reputation for 
fairness and sagacity in his decisions 
that broygiht his name'to the atten- 
tion of jurists outside of Wyoming, 
and when the territory became a state 
the people elected him chief justice 
by a large majority. He resigned the 
place a short time afterward to accept 
more lucrativ#employmentin the prac- 
tice of his profession. He has been as- 
sociated with all the noted cases tried 
in the United States a-nd supreme courts 
of the state during the past few years, 
and to-day he is one of the most noted 
lawyers west of tlie Mississippi river. 
In politics Judge Van Devanteo- has 
ever been the stanchest of republic- 
ans, and is one of the leaders of his 
party in the %vest. He was chairman 
of the state committee in the cam- 
paigns of 1892 and 1894, was » delegate 
to the St. Louis convention, and he 
i.s the representative of Wyoming on 
the national committee. He is a na- 
tive of Indiana and was graduated from 
the. De Pauw university and from the 
Cincinnati college of law. He is now 
,13 years old.

g-en. rays has been followed by a sen 
bational development due to a Germai 
scientist, Prof. E. Friedrich, of Vienna, 
Prof. Friedrich was engaged in study 
ing1 the practical application of the 
Koentgen rays when he made a dis 
oovery which has produced a great sen 
s^tion in both scientific and lay cir 
cles. 


The professor succeeded in photo 


graphing death—in other words the 
rays which lie discovered enabled it Ic 
be definitely nscertiined beyond a shad 
ow of a doubt when life actually leave 
a human body. Since these investiga 
t'ons he has communicated his discov 
ery in a short letter tc the Vienna Im 
perial Academy of Science. 


At the present moment the medica 


profession possesses no means of ab 
Bolutely stating that death has taker 
place. Doctors only draw their infer 
encein support of tins lievv from thea^ 
pearanceof certain changes in thebodj 
These, it is tru?, are fallible, and ther 
is- always the possibility that mistake 
may be mado and t'.iat a person who i 
only apparently dead may suffer th 
horrors of pron-.jittirc interment. 


Prof. Friedrich uov,- affirms that th 


rays which hf has discovered—he calls 
them Kritik rays—reveaJ 
v. ith ubso 


lute reliability the entrance of death in 
to the body. 


"The Kritik rays are directed out o 


a vacuum tube, and arc- so piercing tha 
they almost immediately penetrate tli 
body upon which for the purposes o 
experiment the investigator has turnet 
them. Those rajs produce images o 
the photographic plate which arc of 
different chai-actci- according us the 
are taken of a living or of a dead bodj 
The photographing of the hand is th 
f.nsiest experiment in test \\ork of thi 
kind. If, v, hen it is laid on the photo 
graphic plate and subjected to th 
Kritik rays, it appears as a living han 
does under the Ilnentgen rays, vh: 
with uli the bones clearly distingaiishe 
—then beyond question the p&rson : 
alive. If, however, the hand does no 
yield its characteristic form under thi 
process the person to whom it belong 
is undoubtedly dead. 


"I have arrived at this result by 


whole series of experiments, which 
regard a-s absolutely reliable. The new 
vacuum tubes which serve for a pos 
mortem diagnosis will have to be em 
ployed by every doctor." 


In a few days Prof. Friedrich is likel 


to present a new report, and until h 
does medical men and scientists in gen 
eral perfer not to commit themselves.— 
San Francisco Examiner.

of iron from them, e\en to the nails 
Such a mountain exists in reality, al- 
though, not quite as dangerous in ite 
activity as the one mentioned in th< 
•friental fairy tale. The isjafld t>f Born- 
'.lolm, in the CaltJt.'b&iongiug to Den- 
mark, consists almost entirely of mag 
netite, and its magnetic influence is 
very well known to the navigators «4 
those waters, a.nd also much fc-.ired by 
them, not on account of the possibility 
of its extracting the nails from their 
ships, but because of its influence on the 
MB^ietie needle, which makes the steer- 
ing of e. ship almost impossible. This 
influence is felt e^en at a distance of 
miles, and when this iblaud is sighted 
all mariners on the liaJtic discontinue 
steering their course by the needle, but 
turn to the well-knOH-fl lighthouses and 
other helps to direct their course. Be- 
tween Bornholm and the mainland 
there is a bank ocf rock under watel 
which is very dangerous to navigation; 
because of it being constantly sub- 
merged vessels have been frequently 
trfei'ked at thut point. The magnetic 
Influence of that ore bank is so powerful 
that a magnetic needle suspended free- 
ly in a boat over the bank will point 
down, and if not disturbed will remain 
in a perfectly perpendicular line. 


WHITE HOUSE SILVER. 


The Silver of tbc Executive Manifon 


Wan Bought from n Noblemfcn. 
It seems that when the executive man- 


sion was again occupied by Air. Monroe, 
after its destruction, the United States 
purchased at an appraisement his pri- 
vate furniture, and with ita "small serv- 
ice of plate," writes ex-President Harri- 
son, in the Ladies' Home Journal. In 
1&33 the most importantpurchase of sil- 
ver plate was made for the executive 
mansion^ and at second hand. 
The 


pieces constituted the outfit of a Hussijn' 
cobleman—M. le Gen. Baron de Tuyll, 
who had been the resident minister of 
Russia at the court of Portugal. The to- 
tal cost was $4,303.82. The silver service 
sonsisted of 338 pieces, and there was a 
gold-plated dessert set of spoons, knives, 
forks, etc., consisting of 140 pieces. 
These "gold spoons' were perniciously 
active in the campaign oi 1840. Muchiof 
Hiis old silver is still in use—and apiece 
or two has been added now and then; 
but the white house plate is now meager 
compared with what is to be found in 
the house of many a private citizen who, 
at the time it was bought, was playing 
In his bare feet about the cabin door of 
a pioneer. The silver service recently 
presented by the citizens of Indiana to 
the battle ship of tnat name coht 
$7,785.10—much more than the eervice 
used in the white house.

NEW WATER WORKS. 


A Novel Manner of Furnishing ^Vater to 


Little Cities and Towns. 


A Chicago company is introducing 


nto some of the smaller places of Illi- 
nois a new means ol furnishing water 
lor fire protection. 
The system consists 


of 
underground air-tight steel tanks 


which are partly filled with water. A 
compressor pumps air into these tanks 
and the water is forced out through the 
mains. It is claimed for the system 
that it is much more economical than 
the present methods in vogue in nearl\ 
all towns which boast of water works 
where tanks set on top of high towers 
furnish the pressure, the water being 
pumped into them by steam. 
The 


pressure is not always the same and the 
system has some serious disadvantages 
In the new system, however, it is claimed 
that the pressure will be equal at aii 
times, no matter how much water migh; 
be in the tanks. A representative o: 
this company bas been trying to inter 
est the people of Gridley in the scheme 
but the question of paying for any kinc 
of water works is serious and cannot be 
overcome.—Ex.
